pꝛint them with pꝛiuiledge: to ſell them publikely without pu- 
niſhment oꝛ repzehenſton 2 to deny him the entrance into hys 
Citties 2 tallages, tributes, and all other rights which God 
bath oꝛdained to his annointed to giue and beſtow them after- 
ward vpon a rebellious ſtraunger and traiterous foꝛreiner: 18 
it not mere witchcraft (hautng firſt burdoned him with here⸗ 
fie) to haue perſwaded the like vnto the people: him J ſap 
that hath obtained two great victoꝛies againſt the Hugue⸗ 
nots, haſarding his owne life in the battaile, he that hath per⸗ 


ſeruted them with moꝛtall hate as long as he lined 2 although

the iudgement and diſpcſition thereof vnto God, ts whom on⸗ 


ty belong the cenſurcs ol Pꝛinces derdes and actions, whether 
they be god 02 bad, but onelp concerning his religien. Whem 
I ſap and will ſtand vnto it as long as J liue, to haue bœne the 
molt ſeuere maintainer of the ſtatutes and oꝛdinances ef cur 


mother the Church that euer Fraunce did ſer. Whereof the 
people that haue knowen him will beare with me pet laithlull 
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ther. What a pleaſure would it haue beene, to haue heard him 
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reco2d and witnelle. In the meane while thy tonges haue 
moclapmed him to be an Heretike, thy ſouth⸗ſaings haue per⸗ 
ſwaded the ſame vnto the people, and haue inticed a poung 
Friar to murther him trecherolly, under a kapned pꝛetert of 
holineſſe, in the meane while that the king entertapned him 
verp friendly, and ſapd vito hun: eAmice ad quid veniſti, 
Alas if he had beene an Hereticke, would he haue admitted a 
Friar to come into his Cabinet at an vnſeemelp howze , at 
ſuch an how2e J meane, that the Pꝛinces of the bloud woulde 


not pꝛeſume to come in, at that how2e which he had reſerucd 


onely to demaunde pardon fo2 his faultes to God, and alſo to 
giue him thankes fo2 the benefites'which he had receiued, and 
daily did receiue by his diuine bountie. J woulde to God that 


ſome Angell had interpoſed himſelfe betweene the fury of the 


well-minded Frenchmen, who were the firſt that ſaw this pi⸗ 
tifull ſpectacle, and dꝛiuen with a inſt anger, made a maſſacre 
of this infamous Parricide: till they had beene contented to 
haue taken him aliue fo2 to giue him .puniſhment equall vnto 
his demerites. 

What a hiſtoꝛp ſhouſd we then haue, when by toꝛture x his 
arramment, he ſhould haue declared how his wert hart Jane, 
had induced him to vndertake and commit this deſperat mur⸗ 


with his own mouth, rehearle all the arts, crafts ,diſguiſings, 
allurements, dꝛilts and ſtratagems, whereby thou firſt went 
about to bewitch his minde fo2 to become enamoꝛed of ther, af⸗ 
terward by what laſciuious lokes, geſtes of countenance and 
body, inticing woꝛdes and diſhoneſt gropings, thou camſt to 
affod him thy pꝛetended chaſtity, with pꝛomiſe notwithſtan- 
ding to execute this faire pace of wozke: and finally to declare, 
the vile pꝛice and miſerable reward, which he hath receiued to 
commut ſo execrable a miſchicfe . How much then would he 


haue deteſted the dearth of ſo ſmal and momentary a pleaſure, 
bought with the loſſe of body and ſoule: J firmely belteue that

union. But to p2oceede in our commented diſcours, J dareſap 
that this was the chieſeſt ol all thy inchantments.

Pour Ladiſhip(moſt fauourable Lady Jane) ſhal not think 
it ſtratmge, if J (waiting vnto a woman) haue ouerſhotte my 
ſelfe in ſpeaking of Latin, fo2 the Fricrs and Monkes, with 
whome moſt part thou haſt to doe, put ſo oftentimes their la- 
tin tongue into thy meuth, that it cannot be, but that it is as 
familiar vnto thee as thy naturall and countrey ſpech.25ut all 
that, where J haue ſpoken of, are but Peccadilles, trifling, 
oꝛ as one ſthculbe ſay veniall ſins with ther, eaſely abſolued and 
remitted by thy pꝛeachers, and as the Biſhop oſ Lions ſayth 
in the confcffion ol his faith: The merite to be a Leaguer is 
far greater, then all the offences which one of the League 


is able to committe, are grieuous. Loe, a fine confeſſion of 
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latth, and truely wo2thp of ſuch a pꝛelate. If there be no other 
ſatriſice to erpiate the offence of his double inceſt, J deſpatr al- 
together in the loſfe ol his ſoule. But why do I ap of his ſoule, 
the Leaguers firmly beleene that there is no ſoule, that ſhall 
receive due puniſhment oꝛ reward in the life to come, which 
lc alſo they belteue not, in ſo much that J, the moze J goe as 
bout to ſearch out the ſommarie of their creede and beleefe, the 
farther J am and gos from it. I thinke well that they belene 
there is a Gad, the diuels doe the like and tremble, but to be⸗ 
lerue in God they doe it no moꝛe then the diuell. Their bꝛains 
are occupied with other affaires, their intollerable ambition, 
their inſatiable auarice and couetouſneſle: their diſoꝛdinate and 
vnbꝛdeled appetite to command, to become great in a ſhoꝛte 


time, to accomplich their wanton deſires and cupidities, and 


luch othe r monſtruous things, doe holde them excuſed and de⸗ 
turne their mindes quite from it.

of vnto their vie. What ſhall J ſap of other infinit Church- 
ches in this Realme, where thy catchpoles haue had no con- 


ſcience to caſt the fire into, foz their particular gaine and in 


tereſt onely, without any reſpect oꝛ reuerence of the holy Sa⸗ 
crament , which was kept in them . Mherein they haue 
ſhowen chemeelues moꝛe cruell and barbarous towards him,

O faire and artifictall pꝛe⸗ 
text and couering: truly all thoſe who (being deſirous of no- 
uelties) were willing to trouble the eſtate, and to bꝛing their 
purpoſe to paſſe, ſought ſome p2obable excuſe foꝛ it, could finde 
pct neuer anv which tickled moꝛe the eares of the hearers then 
this, and cſpecially the humoꝛs ol the common ſozt. Beholde 
this good Religion of conſpiring againſt Kinges, Pꝛinces, the 
Nobility, the Church, and againft Juſtice, to peruert and o⸗ 
uerthꝛowe by it the ancient lawes and ſtatutes of a Realme, 
to the end they might expell and baniſhe the heires of the houſe 
and bꝛing in and ſubꝛogate ſtrangers and mercinaries in their 
places, oꝛ cis being net able to bꝛ ing that purpoſe to paſſe, to

Compo⸗ 
ſed of certaine villaines, and vagaboundes, wohl reunto the ſe⸗ 
ueritp of the lawes hath dauen them, oꝛ deſperation and leare 
of puniſhment holdeth them laſt vnto it people , where the 
hangman loketh foz; compoſed of certaine ſeditions Pyart-

is, and hauung ginen him the laſt ſeruice, which is alwaies 
1 actuſtomed to be giuen vnto all Kinges of Fraunce, it may af- 
ter ward be bꝛought ts Saint Dennts, the common ſoꝛte ol 
the people following it, and calling nothing but foꝛ grace and 
merey. And when they ſhall haue done this penance emoincd 
vnto them, and ſhall haue renounced vnto all hereſte, ſects, | 
League and vmon, which is tontrary to God and the king, 
and ſhall haue embꝛaced againe our mother the Church, by 
confeſſing ol their ſinnes, and by the cemmumion of the bodpe 
of our Loꝛde Jclus Chat, which ſhait bee adminiſtred vnto 
them by their true paſtoꝛs and cura tes, and not by the pꝛicſtes 
- . of Beliall: then (J ſap) J will belecue, that Gud (hauing 
deturned his anger from thee, and opened the eves of his mer⸗ 


cp vppon thee) ſhall receiue Hp pꝛapers and bumble ozations, 
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and nat beloꝛe. If the name of Frenchmen be fo odious vn⸗ 
to the, that they had rather choaſe the vileſt Spanich villain 
to be their King, then the belt Huguenot that is in Fraunce, 
Jam ok aduiſe, that they as the Jewes , oꝛ the Bohemians 
oꝛ rather as true Leaguers, go? as vagaboundes thꝛough the 
woꝛdd to ſearch out {oz newe habitations and dwelling places 
in Cmwa, with Don Bernardin de: U endoſſe, and the Car 
din ill Duni, wearing ſcarfes halfe redde and halfe blacke in 
token of their cruelty and kellonv. And that thou carrieſt with 
thee the Idols of thy new Pahomet and Hala, as touching 
their aſhes it were hard loꝛ thee to finde them. There they 
will ſhowe new miracles, and beſtolo vppon thy followers 
their oꝛdinary bleſſing, fauouring thy enterpꝛiſes hereafter,as 
they haue done all thine attempts befoze , Al thou canſt car⸗ 
ry with thee thy pꝛieſts, Friar Bernard, Roſe, Panigarole, 
Ginceſtre, Boucher, and other falle Pꝛophets, with the great 
bigh pꝛielt now fa Biſhop of Lions, it will bee a greate 
commodity fo2 thee and fo2 vs, and ſee that thou leaueſt not be⸗ 
hinde thee the daughter of the Pꝛeſident of Nucilly,ſo greatly 
beloued of her two fathers the ghoſtly and tempozall, J hope 
that the iuſtite of God will ſhozten the longnes oſ their wap, 
And by theſe meanesthoulhalt bee erempted from the obedi- 
ence ol a French King, whoſe name ts ſo odious vnto thee, 
Airing thee mozeoucr that Fraunce ſhall not ceaſe to bee 
Fraumee, no2 the King King loꝛ thy abſence , and beſides no 
good Catholicke ſhall bee very fozrowiull foz thy departure, 
hauing rather (as a good Chꝛiſtian) to pꝛay to God foꝛ thy 
canuerſion to the Catholicke and Apoſtolicke Church in thine 
abſente, then to ſee thee againe a newe Attilia, ſchourging the 
Church of God, and this Nealme, which ſhould be moſt hap⸗ 
py and to2tunate | |
